Celebrated by 
Hindus to mark the 
victory of Lord 
Subramaniam over 
the demons and is 
symbolic of the 
triumph of good 
over evil. 





The festival begins with a grand procession of the silver 
chariot bearing the jewel-studded statue of Lord 
Subramaniam, also known as Lord Murugan. ۱ is a 
day of penance and thanksgiving for blessings received. 
Devotees carry 'kavadis' (steel arch with long spikes 
and metal hooks that pierce the flesh) to fulfill their 
vows and some dance their way barefooted along the 
routes. Sacrifices such as milk, honey and fruits are 
transported on 'kavadis' and presented at Lord 
Subramaniam's shrine. 





Chinese New Year 
31st January - 1st February 


The most important event in the Chinese festive 
calendar, Chinese New Year falls on the first day of 
the first moon in the Chinese lunar calendar. On the 
eve of this day, Chinese families hold reunion dinners 
to usher in the New Year. The first two days are spent 
paying respect to elders, visiting relatives and friends. 
In keeping with age-old tradition, 'ang-pows' (red 
packets containing money) are given to children and 
unmarried adults. Lion dances add to the festive
